| Before we enter upon the Diſcuſſion of each of thoſe 
Heads, it is neceſſi:y to lay down as a Foundation, 
That after the Kinz of France had ſeiz d the wh le 
Spaniſh Monarchy for bis Gra dfon, and by taking poſ- 
eflian of the Spaniſh Netherlands had wr: ſted from this 
State her Barrier and that he had acknowiedy'd the 
pretended Prince of Wales for King of Great Britain, all 
Europe finding themſe. ves hrea ned with intolerable Sla- 
very, his Majeſty the late King, o Greet Britain and their 
High Mightyneſſ:s, were volig'd in 1702. for ſeveral 
known and lawful Reaſons, but chiefly lor the Defence 
of their own Liber y and that of their High Allies, 
to take up Arms wi:h them, and er:ter into a War a- 
gainſt France. That the Ail: ince$, and particularly that 
of the 34 of March, 1097 8 made with the late King 
Charles IId, thai ot the 11 3 of November, 170t, made 
with te late King Wiitram Hl, thai ot the gth of 
June, 1703. b winch the two preceding ones are con- 
frmed and rene we'd, and wv hich was concluded with 
her preſent M. jeſty; And |-ſtiy, the Treaty of the 
Grand Alliznce, ma le th. 7t of September, 1701. ob- 
lige her Majeſty and the States General, and every one 
in particular, to employ a heir to ce by Sea and 
Land, in «rd«cr o otain the Eid wiiich was propos'd 
in m-king the ſar Allianc's, w rhont Mhipniating either 
in them, or in any other Treatys now in being or ſub- 
ſiting, any nxd Fropor'ion, according to which each 
of the High Ailies or Great Britain an the State ſhou'd 
carry on the War and regulate their Efforts. 

"Tis true, that by the 4h article of the Grand Al- 
liance, and by tne Sth ot that between the State and 
Great Britain, both made in the Year 170t. it was 
thought proper that ſome Number of Forces ſhould 
be mentioned, bu af erwardꝭ this Agreement was 
dropp'd without being put in Execution, either be- 
Cauſe it was foun! to be attended with too many Dif- 
cultys, or that it was reckoned ſuperfluous, becauſe all 
rhe Alliances imported, that each af the Confederates 
ſhould mak War with all their Forces by Sea and 
Land, and that*cwas believed they might rely upon one 
anothers Fidelity. 1 
The Foundation thus laid, vis. That according to 

the A liznces, Great Britain and this State are obliged 
each to employ all their Force in the War againſt rhe 
Common Enemy, and that the Quantum. which each 
ought to finſh, is not determined neither by the ſaid 
Al:iam-nt, nor by any Agtee ment and particular Con- 
vention, it follows neceſſarily and inconteſtably, that 
the only Rule of this Quantum ought to be the Power 
of each, and that no other Proportion between Great- 
Britain and this State cught to be inquired into, or al- 
Jedged, than that of their Ability; But that which 
ſoever of theſe Two Potentates can prove, according 
to that general Proportion, or abſolutely without mak- 
ing any Compariſon, that it has employed all its Force 
#nthe preſent War, for the advancement of the Common 
Cauſe, the ſaid Potentate muſt be allowed to have ſa- 
tistycd all its Engagements, and cannot be charged to 
have been therein 9

Now tis evident, that the Strength of Great Britain 
is incomparably greater than that of chis State. To be 
convinced of this, one need only conſider the Extent of 
the Countrys, Poſſeſlions. and Commeice of Great- 
Britain, with the Number and Wealth of its Inhabi - 


tants, and in a word, every thing which can contribute 


to make a State powerful. 


This is alſo the reaſon why in all the Treatys which 
have been made between England nd this State, not 


only formerly in the time ot Spaniſh War, but alfo 
ſince, except in ſome particuiar Caſ.s, tas always 
obſery'd in menticning the Number of Forces, ſo to 
proportion the Supp'ys of Troops on both ſides as that 
thote of England ſhuu d be greater than cnoſe of the State. 
They have been often regulated on the foot of two 
Thirds or three Fifths for England, againſt one Third 
or two Fifths for the State. And accordingly by the 


Treaty of perpetual Alliance of the 34 March, 1679 8. 
England promis d a Supply of 10000 Men again 6408 


which were to be ſurniſhd by the State. This piamnly 


proves, that tho it ſhould be granted thit Great Britain 


has conti ibuted much more thn this State to the pre- 
ſent War, it will by no meaus toliuw that the Stare 
has not fulklPd her Engag-meats, fiiice her Forces are 
not equal to thoſe of Great Eritain, and that it is upon 
this foot the Proportion ought to be regulated. 


ßeſides, every one knows that the States General have 
abundantly anſwer'd all that could be expected from - 
good and fathſul Allies, whether their Ef ris be come 


pared u i h thoſe of Great Britain and tie other Al is 
or conſider'd in themſelves without any tuch Compa- 


riſon. Certainly Poſterity will tc.rce believe rnat a 


State which maintain'd a very ſcvere War ja 1672, 
which ſhe could not get out of but by very <xtraur li- 
nary Eff xt; and without having time to recover ter 
Strength, was obliged to carry on a ſecond, '-y which 
ſhe ſill remains charg'd with very heavy Debrs ; we 
ſay, it would ſeem incredible that ſuch a State being 
again engiged in a third War, ſh uld be able itil to 


make ſuch great Efforts, and to continue them fo long. 
Beſides, the Inequality of Strength we have pilt now 


mention'd, there is this difference betwixt Great Britain 
and the State, That Great Britain nei her (eit the gur- 
den nor the Calamitys of the firſt War againſt France e 
That in time of Peace ſhe keeps very few. Tr ops on 
foot 3 and, That after the Peace of Ky/wick ſhe diſ- 
banded moſt of thoſe at that time in her yay, which 
was a very great Eaſe to her: Wher: az this State was 
obliged to maintain above 40000 Men. Another con- 
fiderable Diff rence is, that i 1792, the Do nimons of 
the State, being the Seat of the War, tuff-r'd very 


much by it; one part of their Country was overfl -w'd * 


by the breaking in of the Sea, nd another part was 
laid under Water to defend it againft the Enemy, not 
mention the large Contribhu ions we pay them annual- 
ly, to none of which Inconveniencys Great Britain is 
ſubject. This being conſi ter d rogeth r un her 
great Power, enables her to ce ntribu e much more to 
War than this State, Beſides (his, if one make the 
Reflection on the Taxes of all ſorts w hich are ran on 
the Perſons and Eſtates of our Subjects, which Taxes 
are more numerous and more heavy tian in. her Ma- 
jeſty's Kingdoms, or in any other State of the World. 
Then if we conſider the im nenſe Sums which this 


State was obliged to horrow each Year in the two laſt - 


Wars, and particularly in this, it will be own'd that 


nothing but an extraordinary love of Liberiy, and an 


inviolable Aff ion to the Common Cauſe, could ob- 
lige them thus voluntarily to charge themſelves till 
they are ready to fink under the Burden, Nor js there 
need of any other Evidence to prove that the States 
General have fully and faittfully anſwered all theix 
Engagements, nay, and that they have con ribut 
above their Strength to the Charge of the Wat. 

In general, this is ſufficient to remove all the Pre- 
judices that appear in the Re ſolves and Addreſs of the 
Houſe of Commons, and to <ff.c- all the Diladyanta- 
gious Impreſſiom which they might make on others, 
For tho all the Deficiencys they charge vpon the State 
were fully prov'd, and tho it were certain that the 
States General had contribnted much leſs to the Charge 
of the War than her Britiſs M jelly, ir would never- 
theleſs be true, that according to their Treatys they 
have —_— alt their Strength in the preſent War, 
and by conſt quence that in proportion to their Power 
they have done as much and more than any ot the Al- 
lies, Great Britain herſelf not excepted; Tnerefore the 
Commons have wrongfully, and without any Founda- 
tion, charg'd the States with not having anſwer'd thei? 
Engagements, and turniſh'd their Quota. _ 3 

We ſhall more particularly prove this, by examining 
6ne aſter another che Four ptincipal Foinis of the — 
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dreſs aud Reſolntions of the Houſe of Commons ; but 
in the firſt place think our ſelves obliged to make 
ſome further Remarks on that Addieſs. They acquaint 
her Majeſty, when they enumerate the Motives which 
mduc'd the late King William to enter into the War, 
that according to the Treaty of the Grand Alliance, 
thoſe Motives were to aſſiſt the Emperor in his Fre- 
tenſions to the Spaniſh Monarchy, and the. States Gene- 
ral in recovering their loſt Barrier. They afterwards 
add, That in all reſpects the Allies are equally intereſ- 
ted with Great Britain in the Succeſs of the War, and 
for moſt part a great deal more. Yer this very Treaty 
of the Grand Alliance on which they found their Pro- 
poſirion, ſets forth expreſly in the Preamble, that the 
Engliſh and Dutch were in eminent Danger of loſing the 
Liberty of their N:vigation and Commerce in the Me- 
diterranean, the Indies, and other Parts; and that 
France and Spain were more and more united to trample 
upon the Libertys of Europe, and to ruin the Com- 
merce ; Mo ives which concerned Great Britain io di- 
rectly and ſo nearly, that tis eaſy to infer from thence, 
that ſhe carrvs on the War as much for herſelf as for 
the Fmper-r, the States, or the other Allies. This 
appears ve! more plainly from the ſeparate Article 
cenc uded the 1ath of April, 1702. between the Em- 
per er, the Quten of Great Britain, and the States Gene- 
ral, which on-ht to have the ſame force as if it were 
Inſerted verbatim in the principal Treaty. For the At- 
front put upon the late King H illiam, her preſent Ma- 
jeſty, and the whole Briziſs Nation, by owning the 
pretended Prince of Iſales for King of England, Scotland, 
and Ireland, being cxpr:{ly ſet down in this Article a- 
mong the Motives of the War, as well as in her 


Majeſty's Declar- tion of War; which Motive could 
not have been inſerted in the Addreſs of the Houle of 


Commons without too much weakmog the abovemen- 
tion d Propoſition, viz. That the Allies are on all Ac- 
counts equally concerned with Great Britain in the Sucz 


cCeſs of the War, and for moſt part a great deal more. 


Indeed it can't be conceiv'd upon what Principle this 
Propoſition could be founded, nor in what: Senſe it 


can 2gree with the Demands of the Queen cf Great 


Eritain for a Peace. Her Majeſty demands, That the 
Moſt Chriſtian King ſhould acknowledge ber; That 
he likewiſe own the Succeſſion in the Proteſtant Line 
of the Houſe of Hanover, as it is eſtablſh'd by Acts of 
Parliament; Thor he refuſe all manner of Aid and Aſ- 
fiſtance to the Pretender ; That he make a Treaty of 
Commerce with Great Zritain ; That he dt moliſn the 
Fortificat ions of Dunkirk, and fill up the Harbour; 
and, That he yield to her M. jeſty the Ilar.ds ot St. 
Chriſlopher and Newfoundland, in Arcadia, and cther 
Countrys in North- America, Now tis plain that theſe 
Demands a:e not of ſuch a Nature, that they concern. 


the other Allies as much or more than Graet Britain 


herſclt. 5 ling © 
As to the Commerce in the Mediterranean, it cannot 


be ſaid with ti leaſt colour of Reaſon, hat all the Al- 
lies have an equal li:tereſt in it with Great Britain, ſince 
"tis known and inconteſt ble, as well with regard to 
Commerce in general, as particularly to the vent of 
Woollen Manufactures in Spain, the Ports of the Me- 
diterranean, and eſpecially in Twrkey, that Great Britain 
is much more intereſted in it than the State, the only 
ONe mong all the Allies which the Conuncrce in the 
Mediterranean moſt concerns. 

We come now to examine thoſe Articles by which 
tis pretended, that the States General have not furniſhed 
their Quota towards the Charges of the War. The 
firſt rejates to the Sea Se vice. On this Head, tis ad- 
vanced that for ſome Years the States-General have 


furniſhed two Thirds, and generally nct half their

caſion it muſt be obſerved, that the 7th Article of th 
Treaty ot the gth of June, 1503. by which the aj 
Agreement was renewed, imports, that the entiy 
Quora of Ships of War which each were to furniſh 
by virtue of. that Agreement, ſhould be regulated eve 
Year, and that the Rendezvous as well as the reſpec 
tive Stations ap pointed for the ſaid Shipr, honld Jikes 
wiſe be agre:d upon at the ſame time. In purſuance 
hereof, her Majctiy the Qheen of Great. Eritain tho | 
fir to ſend hither one or her Admirals almoſt every 
Year. The neceſſary Conferences were held with them 
in Which the Number ot Ships to be fitted our, 

the Places where to be employed, were the chief Foints 
conſidered, Upon this it commonly happen d, that 
the Projects exnibited on the part of her Brizifh 
Majcſty, propoſed a greater Number of Ships chan 
thoſe of the State, and much more Regard was had to 
the Security ot the une than to that of the North-Sea. 
Tis likewiſe to be obſerv'd, that the Paper of the 
Lords Commiſſioners of the Admiralty, does not ſay a 
word of the Ships employed in that Sea, which is 
partly the Cauſe why they reckoned the Quota ſur- 
niſhed by the State ſo low. The Sentiments of the 
States General upon this Subject have always been, that 
the Number of Ships which was to be equipped every 
Year in Common, ought to be regul ted according to a 
reaſonable Eſlimate ot the Enezmy's Force, and of the 
Ships which he could fend into the Mediterranean, the 
Channel Or the North-Sea ſo that there was always a 
Marel certainty that the Fleets and Squadrons of Great- 
Britain and this State, whether they acted in Cenjuncti- 
on or Separately, wou'd be ſuperior to the ſe of the 
Enemy. The Terms in cConjunctin or Separately were 
uſed, becauſe twas ever the opinion of the State, that 
the Ships of her M:jcſty and the States Genera! which 
ſhould be ſent to Porta gal and the Mediterrane 
an Ought to act in Corjunction, that the Security of 
the Channel ought to be left to her Majeity particular 
Care, and that ot the North Sea to the States-Gentral. The 
Reaſons aſſigned ſor this, were | ecauſc Great Britain nad 
a grea:er Intereſt in point of Con merce, in the Channel, 
and could by its fitu-tion end the con\emency ot its Har- 
bours, ſend and keep Ships there more e:fily than the 
State; And on tlic «ther hand the State, tur the very 
{ame Reaſons, cculd ſend and keep her Ships in the 
T\orth-Sea with more ccnvemercy than Great Britain, 
Eut caſes of Neceſſity were always re ſei ved, in ſuch 
manner, that it ihe Enemy centray to all expectati- 
on, ſnheuld make any x racrdinary Armament and ſend 
any Fleet 01 Squadicn to the Channet or North Sea, 
then the Squadrc rs on both ſides the uld joyn, in whole 
or in part, in the channel or in the North Sea, as occaſi- 
en ſhould requi e. I Was not be tevea, that for ſome 
Years paſt. it was ne ceſſery to kcep a Squadron before 
Dunkirk, cxpenie: ce having ſkewed us ctiner than once, 


that there was vey lit le Advantage to be reaped by 


it, and that "twas almoſt impcſſivic ſo to block up that 
Harbour, as to hinder Ships from getting out of it. 
Beſides, the laſt Year moſt of the Pu»kirk Ships having 
ſailed to other Places, there was not enough left there 
to form a Squadron. | 
As theſe den iments were well founded, they were 
for moſt part follow'd, and with good Succeſs, The 
Proof of this is evident; for ſince the Loſs ſuſtait'd by 
France at Vigo in 1702, and that which ſhe ſuffer'd in 
the Sea Fight near Malaga in 1704, ſhe has not been in 
a Contition to put any conſiderable Feet to Sea; the 
only one they have had ſince, was in the Mediterranean, 
Anno 1705. to ſupport the Siege of Barcelona; but to 
inconſider-ble, that they retn'd upon Sight of che Con- 
federate Fleet, withour daring to haz ird a Battle. 
After having thus ſhewn on what Foundations this 
State did anrnally regnhate their Naval Equ pmen s, it 
is proper to cx:mane if it has furniſh a its Quota in 
proportion to that of her Britiſh Majeſty, winch cer- 
taiiy it has not dene, if we may believe the P. per 
of ti« Commiſſioners of the Admnalty ot Great Britain. 
Bur in tie firſt place, ſuppoſe there were nuiching to 
be objected to theLiſt of the Ships which they ſay were 
furnith'd by her Majeſty, and that we take it en Tiuſt 
as they have ſet n down their Paper; yet we may 
ask, Whether all the Ships which they ſet down as 
emp.oy'd in the Alediterranean and the Channel, were 
reaily needſul there? A Queſtion which would not be 
altogether improper; for there were ſome Y.ars 
wherein the Number of Ships employ'd for that Ser- 
vice did very much exceed what her Majeſty herſelf 
did propote, For Inttanice, they reckon, 74 Ships tcr 
1704. and 79 fot 17. yet the Propoſals made by Ad- 
miral Mitchel tox thole Years demand only 24 ops 
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It te to anſwer 6o of her Majeſty's, both 
np Vadier of the Mediterranean, the Channel, and 
the North-Sea. How comes it then that the Lords Com- 
miſſioners of the Admiralty do now reckon tor her 
Majeſty's Quota 74 and 79 Ships for the Service only of 
the Mediterranean and the Channel ; and that they de- 
mand as the Qnota of this State 44 Ships for one 
Year and 47. tor another? We leave it to every 
Man's Judgment, whether this Number of Ships would 
not have been too great for the Service we Were to 
expect from them, and to the Force which the Enemy 
could then put to Sca. The Sentiments of the States 
were, that 24 Ships on their part, and 40 on that of 
her Majeſty, would have been enough for the Service 

thoſe Years. £53057" | & 
oe nl be obſerved further, That of all the Ships 
which the State his furniſſied, there's no notice taken 
in this Paper of any but ſuch as jointly ſerv'd 
with thoſe of her Majeſty in the Mediterranean or 
Channel, and not the leaſt mention of the North 
Sea, the Care and Security of which were left almoſt 
entirely for ſome Years to the States. We are not to 
wonder after this, that the Number of Ships furniſhed 
by the States-General appears ſo ſmall in the Paper of 
the Lords Commiſhoners of the Admiralty, when com- 
par'd with taoſe of the Queen of Great Britain, ſince 
they cut off all that ſerv'd 1n the North Sea, and men- 
tion only ſuch as acted in Conjunction with her Ma- 
jeſty's Ships. | : 

This Omiſſion, no doubt, gave occaſion to thoſe in- 
juriou: Reſolutions of the Houſe of Commons; and 
we haye reaſon to think they would never have come 
into em had they known the Reaſons of the States. 

e may judge of this by the following Liſt, that 
contains the true Number of Ships which the States 
have employ'd during this War for the Common Cauſe 
in the Mediterranean, the Channel, and the North Sea. 
They are all Ships of the Line, without reckoning 


Frigats, or other leſſer Ships.

All this is Fact, and can be prov'd by good and au- 
thentick Vouchers : So that it is wrong, and with- 


out any Foundation, that they charge the State with 


not having furniſh'd its Qnota for the Sea -Service. 

The Second Head relates to the Troops in Flanders, 
as to which 'tis complain'd that the States-General have 
not obſery'd the firſt Proportion of Three to Two, 
which they agreed upon with the late King William ; 
That they have furniſh'd 20837 Men leſs than their 
Quota 3; And that they have not fulfill'd the Condition 
for prohibiting Commerce and Correſpondence with 
France, on which the Troops of Augmentation were 
granted in 1703. For the clearing of this Head, we 
thought it would not be improper to ſubjoin to this 

Memorial, the Eſtimate (mark d N II.) of the Forces, 
as well of the Queen as the States-General, that was 
deliver'd in to the Houſe of Commons, and upon 
which, as far as we can judge, they founded their Re- 
ſolutions. 

Our firſt Remark on this Eſtimate of the Forces is, 
That here they confound in a general Article the 
44992 Men which the States kept in Pay after the 
Peace of Ryſwick, with the 34866 Men whom they 
took again into theirService immediately after theDeath 
of King Charles II. of Spain; And that in the Year 1702. 
they have likewiſe mix d ihe Troops which the States 
took into Pay that Year, with thoſe they had hired 
from ſeveral Princes the beginning ot the Year before. 
Had not theſe things been confounded, it would have 

Clearly appear'd, that the States had augmented their 
Troops with 50000 Men, long before Great-Britain 
made any conſiderabie Augmentation; which certainly 
aught to have been allow'd for in the Account, conſi- 

dering the Expence that the States had been at in main- 
taming ſo many Troops alone. | 

We ſhall not inſiſt on other particular Miſtakes in 
the ſaid Eſtimate, but content ourſelves to ſhew, that 
it does no way prove What they pretend to prove by it. 
For Example, It does not thereby appear that the States 
furniſhed 20837 Men too few, or that the Queen of 
Great-Britain had 13892 too many for the War in Flan- 
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ders. Tis certainly very ſurprizing, that ſuch a Con- 

cluſion ſhould be drawn from an Eſtimate, by which on 
the contrary it appears very plain, that the States of 
the United Provinces, tho' much infericur in Power 
and Strength to Great-Britain, did not only furniſh 
and keep in Pay from the beginning of the War to this 
preſent Time as many Troops as that Crown, but a 
great many more. From hence we may eafily perceive, 
that this ſtrange Concluſion was not naturally deduced 
from the Premiſes ; but. that to make it our, they were 
forced to ſuppoſe two Propoſitions, 

I. That at the beginning of the War, the States ob- 
liged themſelyes to furniſh in Flanders 60500 Men for 
the Field againſt 40000 to be turniſhed by Great- Britain, 
and that the States ſhould over and above maintain 
42000 Men in Garriſon, | 

II. That the States were obliged to contribute ac- 
cording to this Proportion of 60 to 40, or 3 to 2, to- 
wards the Expence of the Troops which haye fince 
been taken into the Service of her Majeſty of Great · 
Britain and the States. SD „ 

But we cannot ſee by this Eſtimate of the Troops, 
on what it is they pretend to found the ſecond Propo- 
ſit ion. As to the firſt, It ſeems to founded on 2 
Verbal Meſſage, which King William of glorious Me- 
mory {ent to the Parliament in 1702, by Mr Secretary 
Vernon, and in the Addreſs of the Houfe of Commons, 
they ſuppoſe that an Agreement was concluded on that 
Head, and we preſume that thiey pretend to draw the 
ſecond Propoſition as a Concluſion from the firſt, 

Tis certainly very ſtrange, that they ſh-uld make 
no Scruple to charge the States without firſt hearing them, 
with fo — Deficiency, and upon no other 
Proofs than a Verbal Meſſage or an Agreement, which 
is ſuppoſed to have been concluded, but without any 
Ground, themſelves having owned a little before, that 
*twas neyer yet ratify'd. *Tis true, the States were ob- 
* to hold theirpeace, tho Great .· Britain at the beginning 
of the War furniſhed no more than 40000 Men in the 


Netherlands, which was ſo great a Diſproportion to what 


was furniſhed by this State, but tis no leſs true, that 
the States were obliged to ſubmit to it, not by virtue 
of any Agreement or Convention, or becauſe twas rea- 
ſonable, but becauſe the Parliament did not grant any 
The Reaſons of which are known to all the 
World, and ſeveral Perſons may ſtill remember them. 
This Diſproportion was ſufficiently complained of by 
the States, but they were obliged to have Patience and 
to comfort themſelves with Hopes, that if the War 
continued, it would be afterwards redreſſed. 

But now to ſhew that theſe Two Propoſitions are ve 
ill grounded, we ſhall only ſay that we are very well 
aſſured it can never be proved on the part of Great- 
Britain, that the States. General obliged themſelves to 
maintain 600co Men in the Field, and 42000 in Gar- 
riſon, nor that they own'd, which is the Eſſential point, 
that Great Britain would anſwer all her Engagements, 
by furniſhing only 4000 Men for 102000 furniſhed 
by the State, nor that in ſhort they ever agreed to ob 
ſerve this unequal Proportion for the Time to come, 
in maintaining the Troops with which the Army inthe 
Netherlands might afterwards be reinforced, 

Nor was = indeed the leaſt Reaſon for this, 
Great-Britain and the States are equally obliged by the 
6th Article of the Treaty of the 3d of March 1678. and 
by the 7th Article of the Treaty ot the 11th of Nov.1701. 
to aſſiſt one another murually with all their Strength, and 
all their Forces by Sea and Land ; And by the 4th Article 
ot the Treaty of the Grand Alliance, they are like- 
wiſe engaged to Support one another with all their 
Strength. Great-Britain was then as ſhe is at preſent, 
beyond all Contradiction much more Powerful than this 
State, and fince ſhe could not in the beginning of the 
War make good in Spain or in Italy, what was wanting 
of her Troops elſewhere, as ſhe has been able to do 
fince, it is evident, that in order to fulfill the above- 
mentioned Treatys of the 3d of March 1678. of the 
Iith of November 1701. and of the Grand Alliance, 
ſhe ought neceſſarily to have augmented her Troops in 
Flanders eonſiderably, and to have maintained an Army 
there far more numerous than that of the State. Ir 
was the only Place then where the Two Potentates had 
Armys, and if they would have obſerved any reaſo- 
nable Proportion, that was the Place where it ought 
to have been done. : Nhat „ 

As to the Nature of this Proportion, if they word 
have followed by Land that which was eſtabliſhed by 
Sea, and which had actually beenobſerved in the Num- 


ber of the Troops mutually ſtipulated by the ſaid Treaty 


of the 3d of March 1678 in the firſt ſeparate Article, 
it ought to have been five to three; that is to ſay, that 
Great Britain ought to have furniſhed 170090 Men |

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againſt 102000, which it is pretended the States ob- againſt the Enemy, twould ftill be 2 great Miſtake to 


liged themſelves to maintain in Handers, for the Field 


and in Garriſons. When we ſay 170000 Men, we 


comprehend the Guards ard Garriions neceſſary in 
Great-Britain, otherwiſe the Proportion might have 


been reduced to 1090905 Men, againſt £5000 of the 


State, which they pretend ought only to be reckoned 
in the Proportion, tho without any Foundation, as we 
ſhall ſee atterwards, but if they would follow the 
Proportion of cwo-thirds to one-third, which has 
been done on ſeveral other Occaſions during the War. 
In that Caſe Great - Britain ſhouid have brought to the 
Field 12000 Men againſt the ſaid 600co, or rather 
ſhe ought to have furniſhed 204000 Men againſt 102000 
of the State, including the Guards and Garriſons. 
In ſhort, if inſtead of ſecking for the Proportion in 
the Augmentation of the Troops ot Great · Britain, with 
relation to tho of this State, they had rather Choſe to 
ek it in the Reduction ot the Troops of the State with 


relation fo thcſe of Great-Britain, 10 will be found that 


the States General were not obliged to furniſh on the 
Foot of three to five, any more than 24000 Men, and 
on the Foot of one to two, only z2coco, which would 

ave fully anſwered their Proportion to the 40009 
Men of Great-Brit«in 3 whereas according to their own 
Eſtimate laid before the Houſe of Commons, they did not 
furniſh only 60000 Nen, but indeed 68242 Men, beſides 
the 42000 or Garriſors. By which ts evident, that 
the State had no Reaſon to ſubmit to a Propoſition ſo 
unre ſ nable as that beforementioned, or to be ſatistyed 
with it.

Suppoſe now that the State, conniving at ſuch an 
excefliv. Diſproportion, had engaged, as is pretended, 
at he Bezinning of the Wir, to furath in the Neher

by no m-ans f llou from thence, that ſhe ought to ſub- 
mit to the lame Diſproportics with relation to the 


Troops wherew'th the Two Potentates have fince 


thought fit to Augment their Forces, in order to puſh 
on the War with more Vigour in Flanders, 


On the contrary, one would think that Great - Britain, 


conſidering the Exceſs of this Difproportion, and the 
Good-waill of the State to make the greateſt Efforts at 
firſt, in order to animate others by her Example, would 
have been induced Voluntarily to take upon herielf the 
ſole Bnrden cf ſuch new Expences as might be judg:d 
neceſſary tor the Advantage of the Common Cauſe, 
whether with reſpect to the Netherlands, or other 
Countrys, till that Diſproportion had been entirely

And Bo when 'twas ref olved to augment the Army 
in the Netherlands with 20000 Men, in the fecond 
Year of the War, Great Britain would not be prevailed 
with to take upon heiſelf the whole Charge of that 
Augmentation, yer ſhe never pretended either then or 
ſince, that the State was obliged to bear more than a 
Moyety. | \ 

The Diſtinction made between the 60000 Men, 
which 'tis pretended ſhould have ſerved in the Field, 
and the 42000 applyed to Garriſons, well deſerves a 

articular Kemark, Tis pretended, that the 60000 

en only, ought to be conſidered in the Proportion to 
be obſerved between the Troups of her Britiſh Majeſty, 
and thoſe of the States General, as if the keeping of 
42000 Men was only a private Charge, which ought 
not to be computed among thoſe of the War. 

But what is more unreaſonable than this Preten- 
ficn> The State was in a_ manner blocked up, at 
the beginning of the War, by the Troops of France, 
which put her under a Neceflity of reinforcin 


her Garriſons, as is ſuppoſed, to 42000 Men, while 


Great-Britain, by her happy Situation, could do with a 
far Iefs Number. Where is there any Ground, what 
Reaſon is there to pretend that the State ſhould not 


bring thoſe Troops into the Accompr with thoſe of her 


Britiſh Maj:ſty ? If not all of them, at leaſt ſo many 
of 82 * Abe the Number of Guards and Gar- 
riſons in Great-Britain, It cannot be denyed, that when 
Two Allies of equal Power, engage to make War in 
Common with all their Forces, omnibus viribus, and 
that for Inſtance, when one of the Iwo finds occaſion 
for 20coœ Men more than the other, for his Garriſons, 
in this Caſe *rwould be neither reaſonable nor poſſible, 
that the one ſhould take the Field with as many Troops 
2s the other, Bow much Jeſs then when this Caſe 
falls our between Two Allies of unequal Ability? And 
when he who has need of 20000 Men more for his 
Garriſons, is very much inferior to the other in Power 2 
But ſuppoſe that the Garriſom of the Places belong- 


| Ing to the State ought not to be ſet down, neither in

ccmpute them at 42000 Men for every Year of the 


War. -*Tis true, that the Liſt of the Garriſ, 
which is made out yearly before the rakihg of the * 


Field, has amounted ſome Tears to 40000 Men; but 
tis very well known; that as ſoon as the Army was 
formed, immediately part of the Garriſons of the Pla- 
ces which it cover'd, was drawn out; and that the

every Year : So that their High Mightineſles ha 
obliged to be at the Charge of — and — 
tor a great part of the Regiments that were in Garti- 
ſon as well as for thoſe that were in the Field. | 
Ir is as well known, that until the Reduction of 


Brabant and Flanders ; that is to Lay, till 1706, a Fly- 


ing Camp was forn!'d annually in Flanders out of the 


neighbouring Garriſons, which empty d all thoſe Gar- 
riſons in general above a full third part of their Men: 
That this Camp obiiged the Enemy to keep a much 


greater Number of Troops in the Country of Waes, and 


along the Canal of Breges; and that fince x706, it is 


fo tar from being true, that the Garriſons of the States 


took up above 426-0 Men, that they never amounted to 
the third of em: All the reſt were ſent to the Field. 
and this was the cauſe why the Dominions of the 


States were invaded oftener than once; which would 


not have happen'd, had their Garriſons been ſtron- 
aſi | 


'Tis true, that part of the States Troops have be 
employ'd in the Spaniſh Garriſons; but 7 have thoſs 
ot her Majeſty ; and there they now actually ferve as 


well as thoſe ot the States-General. And if fince the 


reducing of Liſle, Tewrnay, and Other Places that have 


bern conquer d in French Flanders and Artois, we have 


been obliged to put Garriſons into them, thoſe of the 
Spaniſh Netherlands, which they now cover, have been 
conſiderably leſſeud. Beſides, the Enemy has been 
thereby reduced to a Neceſſity, for the Security of his 
Frontiers, to double his Garriſons in thoſe Places, and 


to extend them as far as the SS It is wrong then 


to pretend, that the Army was weaken'd by putting 
Garriſons in the conquer d Towns; but eſpecially to 
affirm, as the Cemmens have done, That the States do 


at this very time empioy above 42000 Men in thoſe. 
Garriſons. 


From all this *tis eafy to judge who is moſt in the 


right, thoſe who alledge, that during this whole War 
the States have had 20 837 Men too few in the Nether- 
lands, and that Great Britain has turniſh'd 13892 too 
many ; or thoſe who maintain, on the contrary, that 


Great Britain has net furmfh'd rhe Moiety of what the 


cught to have done in the Netherlands, even tho it 
ſhould be granted, as tis not, that the 42000 Men 
which are ſuppos'd to be employ'd in Garriſons, are 
not to be allowed a place in the Account. The for- 
mer go directly againſt the Treatys of the Third of 
March 1678. and of the 11th of November 1701. and of 
the Grand Alliance, The Jatter ground themſelves up- 
on thoſe Treatys, and follow the Litteral Meaning of 


em: The former rcje& the Proportion heretofore re- | 


ceiv'd, and the latter abide by it: The former have no 
regard to the Difference betwixt the Strength of the 
two Nations, and the latter believe that according to 


the Tenour of the Treatys, their Strength is the Rule 


of Troportion. The former, in ſhort, ground them- 
ſelves upon a meer Verbal Meſlage ſent to the Parlia- 
ment, without the Knowledge or Conſent of the States; 
the latter abide by the Treatys, and by what Reaſon and 
the Strength of the one and the other State do plainly 


dictate. 


We agree that the Queen of Great Britain has, ex- 


cept in the Netherlands, and particularly by Sea, in 


Portugal, Spain, and Italy, made greater Efforts than 
thoſe of the States-General ; but we deny that there- 
fore Great Britain has reaſon to accuſe the States 
of not having performed their Engagement, at leaſt 
till ſuch time as they prove to us, that their grea- 
ter Efforts elſewhere have exceeded their Deficiencyt 
in the Netherlands. f! | 


And fince the Earl of Strafford, Ambaſſidor-Extraor= 


dinary and Plenipotentiary of her Majeſty of Great 
Britain, has notify'd, That as to the Troops by which 
the Army in the Netherlands has heen augmented ſince 
1703, her Majeſty expect: that the States General 
ſhould reinforce their Qnota to the proportion of 
three Fifths againſt the 15128 Men ſhe has actually 
there in Pay, or that otherwiſe ſhe will leſſen the

It appears by the Acconn' as above, firſt, That 
Great-Britain has furniſhed 14597 Men over and aboye 
the 40000 and the 10000, and not 25178 as is pie- 
tended, Secondly, That tho' we ſhonid grant the 
miſtaken Propoſitions of Great-Britain, to wit, that at 
the Beginning of the War the State had agreed to tur- 
niſn in Flanders 102008 Men againſt 40000, that Great · 
Britain by turniſhing the ſaid 40000 had performed her 
Treatys. and that the State ought to pay three Fifths 
of the Troops of Augmentation ſince 1703, and Great 
Britain two Fifths, even then the Diſproportion ſo much 
complained of, would be reduced to 4303 Men. 

As to which Equity would oblige them to conſider, 
1. That the State had Augmented her Troops with above 
$0000 Men, long before Great · Britain made any conſiderable 
Augmentation on her part; And 2dly, That according 


to the ſaid Liſt, the State has paid for ſome Years 8242 


Men, (or the Errors ot the Liſt being corrected) 738 
Men, above the 1020025, which they pretend by Miſ- 
take the State was obliged to furniſn as her Quora, and 
above the Moyety of the 20000 Men taken into Pay 
In 1703, ſo that even tho* we ſhould take all the 
'Prerenions of the Houſe of Commons to be well Foun- 
ded, as they are not, the pretended Diſproportion in 
Queſtion would be ſo much ballanced by the Two Ar- 
ticles abovementioned, that it would vaniſh entirely, 
and not ſo much as deferve to be thought on. 

Inis is enough fully to confute the Reſolntions 
and Addreſs of the Houſe of Commons upon this 
Head. All that remains, is to anſwer the Reproaches 
therein caſt upon the State, as not having performed 
the Condition for prohibiting Commerce, upon which 
the Agmentation of 20000 Men was granted in 1703. 

In order to confute tnis Objection alſo, it will be fuffi 
cCient to premiſe, that before it can be affirmed, as is 
done, that the State has been deficient in that pretended 
Caution. ir mut be proved chat (kg- gocepicd it,

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ragings, raifing of Pioneers, Waggons, Horſes, and 


which ſhe can never be proved to have done longer than 
for one Vear. The State conſented to that Prohibition, not- 
withſtanding the Hardſhips they found in it, and which 
had no place in England, becauſe Commerce with France 
Was in 2 manner prohibited there, even during the 
Peace, But their Engagement was only for a Year, by 
way of Tryal, and by no means as a Condition to which 
the Augmentation of the Troops was annexed, and 
*rwas only out of pure Deference to the Sentiments of 
her Briziſh Majeſty, who deſired it, and had canſed In- 
ſtances to be made on that Subject. The Agreement 
was exactly obſerved all the Tune it laſted, and atter 
Its. Expiration, the States. General notifyed to her Ma- 
jeſty, the Reaſons they had againſt prolonging it. Theſe 
Reaſons were acquieſced in, there was no more Talk 
of the prohibition of Commerce, the Augmentation of 
20000 Men was continued, and the Houſe of Commons 
granted every Year the nece ſſiry Subſidys for the Pro- 
portion which Great-Britain was to contribute thereto, 
without ever making the leaſt Obxction as to the 
Prohibition or Condition. Is it not then very firange, 
that after ſo long a ſpace of Time, this Matter ſhoald 
now be revived again, and a pretence drawn from it te 
Charge the State with not having performed a Condition 
which it did not accept, or only accepted for a 
ear? | | 

There is alſo in the Addreſs of the Commons an Aſ- 
ſertion in Fact, which might give occaſion to a great 
Miſtake, if it was paſſed by without an anſwer. They 
therein Aſſert, That by the War in the Netherlands the 
State has made great Acquiſitions, as well in Revenues, 
as in Territorys and Dominions, That out of the Re- 
venues of thoſe rich conquered Proyinces, ſhe mighr 
raiſe and maintain a conſiderable Augmentation of 
Troops againſt the Common Enemy, if they were duly 
applyed tor that End; But that the State inſtead of 
employing em for that Uſe as they ought, had diverted 
them to her own Eaſe, and for the maintaining her 
Quota, as the ſame was regulated from the Be- 
ginning. ; 

All the World knows, and it cannot be unknown 
in England, that ſince the Battle of Ramellies French 
Flanders and Artois have been the Theater of the War 
That Two Armys far more numerous than thoſe of any 
of the preceding Years, have acted and ſubſiſted there, 
That the Enemy continually raiſed Contributions from 
them, and that the open Country is ſo ruined by For- 


ſtili more by - Ravages, Plunder, demolithing of 
Houſes, telling of Trees, the Flig ic and Mortality of 

Men and Cattle, 8c. that twill require a very long 
Time, to reſtore it to a tolerable Condition. The In- 


habitants of the Towns have alſo their ſhare in all theſe 


Calamitys. They are oppreſſed with numerous Garri- 
ſons, ro which they are obliged to furniſh Lodging, 
Fire and Candle. Inſtead of making any Profit by 
their Lands, they are obliged to maintain their Pea- 
ſants at their own Charge, becauſe otherwiſe they 
world ſtarve with Hunger, or abandon the Farms. 
The Commerce and Manufactures, which were hereto- 
fore the principal Riches of Liſſe and Tournay are quite 
loſt, the Workmen lay down their Employs, or are ob- 
liged by their extreme Poverty to liſt themſclves in the 
Army, A Country ſo Miſerable muſt be very unable to 
furniſh the State wherewith to maintain a great Number 
of Troops againſt the Common Enemy, eſpecially if we 
reckon the ordinary and indiſpenſible Charges, ſuch as 
the repairing of Fortifications and Buildings rained 
or very much damaged by Sieges, and the filling of Ma- 
gazines exhauſted by the long Defence of Places, and 
other the like Charges at the Expence of the State. 

But not to dwell upon general Arguments, it will 
be proper to take notice, that from the Year 1706. 
that is to ſay, ſince the taking of Menin, the States have 
received by thoſe Conqueſts (which tis pretended 
brought them in ſo much Wealth) no more than 
1590916 Livres; a Sum ſo ſmall in Compariſon : of the 
Charges which they were obliged to be at for rep2iring 
the Fortifications, and filling up the Magazines of 
Menin, Liſle, Tournay, Doway, Bethune. Aire, St, Venant 
and Bowchain, and for the other Reparations mide 
within fix Years Time, to all the Places, Forts and 
Cirtadels of thoſe Countrys, that certainly none can 
aſſert with Juſtice, that the ſame has not been laid out 
in that Country, 

Tis plain that in England they have conceived ſuch 
an Idea of the Revenue of the Conqueſls in Flanders, 
as is very remote from the Truth. The Town and 
Chaftellany of Liſle, with Doway,. Orchies and its other 
Dependencies, is without Contradiction the richeſt _* 
Conqueſt that has been made in the Netherlands. Let

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Peace: above 1 or 4 co Livres Flemiſh Money, 
1 * cent leſs in Value than that of Hol- 
land) whether under the Name of Aids, Domains, 
Fortifications or other ordinary Impoſts, except only 
the Dutys of Import and Export, of which tho' a 
juſt Eſtimate cannot be made, becauſe they are inclu- 
ded in the general Farm of the conquered Countrys, 
yet *tis certain they are at preſent upon a very indiffe- 
rent Foot. The cxtraordinary Subſidys and the Capi- 
tation by which the Revenues of the King of France 
have been augmented to ſupport the War, did not 
bring him in 400000 Livres per Annum Flemiſh Money, 
from the Beginning of this Wart) 1704. about whicn 
Time it was augmented with 82540 Livres per Annum, 
but under an expreſs Condition on the part of the 
promiſe on the part of the Court, 
that for this Angmentation, the Province ſhould be 
free from all other kind of Impoſts, and that the 
ſame ſhould ceaſe as well as the Capitation and other 
extraordinary Aids, the very Day the Peace fhonld be 
Proclaimed. This was all that the King of Frante 
could raiſe annually out of the Country. Not bur 
that at ſevera] Times he has actually drawn ſeveral 
other conſiderable Soms from it, by the Creation of a 
great Number of Officers very burthenſome to the E- 
ſtates, Magiſtrates and Communitys of the Country, 


ſome having been made Hereditarys, and others re- 


de med again by the Eftates and other Communitys. 
But without Examining whether fuch Means be 
lawfully uſed in a C-untry where the Sovereign can 


levy no Money without the Conſent of the Eſtates, it 


will be ſufficient to ſay; that thoſe Methods can be but 
once made uſe of. | 
We may ſee by this, whether the Honfe of Com- 
mors had any Ground to ſuppoſe in their Addreſs, 
that the State drew from her Corqueſts in the Nether- 
lands, ſuch an Augmentation of Revenues as could 
maintain a great Number of Troops bu! that ſhe apply: 
it for her own Eaſe, toward the furniſhing her Quota. 
The 3d Article is no better founded than the Two 
receding ones. They therein complain, that the State 
as not furniſhed what it ought for the War in Spain and 
Portugal, and give Eſtimates thereof, which are ſub-

15 they have the leaſt Equity, and any ways conſi- 
der the great Efforts abovementioned, which have 


been made by the State in the Netherlands, they will 
apree no doubt, that it was not reaſonable to pretend 
that the States-General ſhould ſtill contribute to this 
other War, an qual ſhare with her +3ririſh Majeſty, 
and that indeed 1t is not poſſible for them ro do it, 
Great Britain being much more Powerful than this Stare 
and ſhe having nevertheleſs contributed a great deal 
more than Great-Britain to the War in the Netherlands, 
it was but reaſonable and juſt that Great - Britain ſhould 
make ſome Compenſation elſewhere. If then ſhe has 
contributed more than this Szate to the Affaris of Por- 
regal and Spain, this overplus ought to be conſidered 
as a Supplement to make up what Was wanting on her 

towards the War in the Netherlands, and not as a 
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Article ſhould now be brought into the Account againſt 
the States among the Efforts which her Majeſty has 
made out of the Netherlands. The Treaty with Portugat 
obliges the States General only to one Third of the 
12090 Men, and they inade them good, After this, 
they did not oblige themſelves to any other Propoztion 
than that of the Grand Alliance, and of the Tieatys of 
the 3d-of March 1678. and of the 11th of Novem, 1707, 
w hich oblige them to make War with all their Forces, 
and te procure to the utmoſt of their Power a Reaſon- 
able Satisfaction to the Emperor as to the Succeſſion 


of Spain. This they have have alſo faithſully executed, 


ſo that they can't without Injuſtice be denied the Te- 
ſtimony of having in chis War made their greateſt Ef- 
forts, equal unto, and beyond their Allys. Further, 
tho it ſhould be allow d, that the State ought to 
have ſent more Troops to Catalonia, and alſo to have 
replac'd in Portugal thoſe. which march'd out of it in 
1706, to Spain, it muſt nevertheleſs be certain, ac- 
cording to all the Rules of Equity, that the conſide- 
rable Efforts ſhe has made in the Netherlands, over 
and above what Great Britain has done, would abun- 
dantly make up thoſe pretended Deficiencys. 5 

Upon this tis fit to obſerve, That in the Addreſs of 
the Commons they reckon the extraordinary Charge of 


the War of Spain and Portæagal to a very great Sum: 
but as to that of the Netherlands, they jay no more, 


than that the extraordinary Charges of the War there 
came to above x 1070596 J. Sterlinge; and that the Honſe 
of Commons could not make a Compariſon betwixt 
that Sum and what the State had laid out for the ſame 
End in the Netherlands, becaufe the Eſtimate of it was 
not communicated to them. But we may ſupply that 
Defect, by telling them here, That if Great Britain laid 


out very large Sums for the — of tbe War 
a 


in Spain and Portugal, the States-Generat have allo laid 
out very great Sums for thoſe of the War in the Ne- 
therlands, viz. 65861821 Livres; fo that they exceed 
thoſe of Great · Britain 53683765 Livres, reckoning Ele- 
ven Dutch Guilders for One Pouad. Sterling. 

Perhaps it will be alledg'd here; That the Srares 
have rais'd great Sums by Contributions, Paſports, the 
Subſidys of Liege and Limbowrg, and the Revenues of a 
part of the Upper Quarter of Gwe/derland, that is in 
their Poſſeſſion; But theſe Advantages ſpeedily vaniſh, 
When ballanced by the Cantributions that are paid by 
the Inhabitants of Brabant and Flanders, ſubject to the 
State; by part of thoſe who inhabit Two of the Seven 
Provinces; by the Expence of the Fortifications and Ma- 
gazines of Huy, Limbourg, Ruremond, Lenlo, Stevenſ- 
waert, Bon and Traerbach ; by the new Works which 
they have added to ſeveral dt theſe Places for the Good of 
the Common Cauſe; and by the Expence of the Artillery 
and Ammunition of War for all the Sieges that have 
been made during this long and burdenſome War, 
none of which are reckon'd in the 65861821 Livres 
abovemention'd ; and in fine, the Winter Quarters 
which the Auxiliary Troops of Pruſ have taken each 


Year in the Upper Quarter of Gnelderland; and the 


continual Marches of other Troops to and fro through 
the ſaid Country, have ſo ruin'd the Inhabitants, 
that they are no longer able to pay their Taxes. 

The fourth and laſt Head which remains to be exa- 
min'd, relates to the Subſidys which, during the firſt 
Year of the War, were paid in equal Shares, and after- 
wards unequally by Great Britain and the State; the 
Eſtimate of it which was laid before the Commons is in 
the Paper annex'd, markd NO 6. Upon which we 
ſhall obſerve, | | | 

1. That this Eſtimate takes no Notice of the 40000 
Crowns per Annum which the States General pay alone 
to the Biſhop of Munſter; Nor of the 150000 Crowns 
which they have paid in like manner annually to the 
Duke of Wirtemberg, from the Year 1904. to the Year 
1709. Nor do they take Notice of 400000 Crowns 


which the States. General were obliged to pay to facili- 


tate the Treaty with the King of Denmark, for Two 


Rated Obligations of a greater Sum that ought to 


have been reſtored to the ſaid King againſt an unſtated 
Pretenſion according to the 9th Article of the Treaty 
concluded with his Daniſh Majeſty the 15th June, 1701. 
Which Sum of 400000 Crowns might very well have 
been brought here to Account on the Part of the State, 
tor ſeveral good Reaſons. 


2. That by the Treaty with Portugal, Great-Britain is 


charged no higher than the State; only that in the ſame

_ Suppoſing nevertheleſs, that laying aſide thoſe juſt 
Conſiderations, we agree that Great britain has paid. 
during the Ten Years War, 3155032 Crowns and 2 
half more than the State, which will be little more 
than 300000 Crowns per Annum, this overplus muſt 
be.owned to be very iuconſiderable,w ich reſpect to the 
Difference there is between the Ability of the one and 
the other State. Ir muſt likewiſe be granted, that the 
Srates by paying the Moiety of the. Subhdys to Denmark 
and others, are in proportion more burthened by rhe 
Payment of that Money, than Great Britain 1s by 
What ſhe has paid over and above upon this Article. 
Nor ougat we to paſs over in Silence, that this 
State by charging herſelf at firſt with rhe Moyety of 
the Subſidys promiſed to the King ot Denmark and 0- 
ther Princes, has doze more than ought to have been 
Demanded from her, bur what ſhe did in this Caſe 
ſhould not have been drawn into Conſequence for the 
other Treatys that were afterwards to be made, and 
ſhe never obliged herſelf to pay indifferently the 
Moyety of all the Subſidys which ſhould be promiſed 
afterwards. on the Account of che War. We 
may juſtly ſay on the contrary, that ſhe had very 
good Reaſons not to engage herſeif after that manner, 
I we conſider that ſac 3s much interiour in Ability to 
Great-Britain, and the Treatys made in the preceding 
War with the Duke of Save and other Princes, by 
which it appears that the Proportion in the Payment 
of Subſidys granted for carrying on the War any 
wheze elſe than in the Netherlands, was for the moſt 
part adjuſted at two-thirds for Great britain to one 
third for this State; So that conſider the Matter which 
way you pleaſe, Great-Bri:ain has no cauſe of Coin- 
plaints in this Reſpect, We muſt likewiſe obierve, 
that formerly, even in England, they very well under- 
ſtood that this Proportion in the Subſidys and other 
Charges of the War out of the Netherlands was not 
unreaſonable, ſince not only her Majeſty tcok upon 


herſelf the Emperors ſhare, in the Treaty of Portugal, 
but likewiſe in the Treaty which the Emperor made 


with the Duke of Savoy, long before the States entercd 
into it, her Majeſty willingly charged herſelt rwo-thi:ds 
ct the Subſidys which were to be paid to that Prince. 

This evidently ſhews, that tho the Inequality in 
the Payments of the Subſidys and of other the Ex- 

nces which her Majeſty charged upon herſelf, 

ould be contrary to Proportion, as it is not, Great- 
Britain could not with any Ground now make it a 
Cauſe of Complaint againſt this State, ſince her Majeſty 
did voluntarily charge her ſelf with thoſe Payments. 
The Reſult of all that we have now faid is this, 
That according to Treatys and Allyances, Great Bri - 
tain and this State are each of them obliged to em- 
ploy all their Strength in the preſent War; That ſince 
the Quantun or Quota of the one and the other has 
not been regulated by any Convention or Agreement, 
their Proportions neither ought nor can be regulated, 
but upon the Foot of their reſpe&tive Abilitys ; That 
Great. Britainis incontrovertibly more Powerful than this 
State, and that from this Principle we have likewiſe 
an incontrovertible Right to conclude, that ſhe ough to 
contribute more to all the Charzes and Expence of 
the War; That in every keſpect the State has fyltil- 
led her Engagements with relation to Great-Britain ; 
That if in Come Places it has not contributedſo much as 
| ſhe, it has in others contributed a great deal more; 


That in general we can truly ſay; that in Proportion to 


her Strength, ſhe has done at leaſt as much as Great -· Bri- 
tain, or any other of the Allys; That as Great Britain 
deſcrves high Commendation and a grateful Acknow- 
ledgment for her generous Efforts, in favour of the 
Common Cauſe, and ſor the good Effects which hy 
the * of God have followed upon them.
